The board unanimously voted to approve the 
minutes of October 6 meeting and then proceeded with a 
liquor hearing scheduled for 7:00 pm upon the application 
of Cathay Temple for an all-alcoholic liquor license.

offer from the Massachusetts Insurers Insolvency Fund 
(MIIF) in the matter of the case of Paul Lopes vs. the Town 
of Mattapoisett. Claim Supervisor Dawne M. Mills noted 
they are prepared to reimburse the town a total 
$298,949.45 for the case — the total amount which the 
town transfered out of the Stabilization Fund to pay Mr. 
Lopes, less the punitive damages and related interest 
(totaling $3,051). 

"Seeing we've got the majority of the money back, 
the $3,051 isn't a concern," Selectman Lombard said. "I 
move that we accept the award of $298,949.45 ... and an 
article be placed on the Town Meeting warrant to transfer 
that amount back into the Stabilization Fund. I think we 
made that promise to the people (at Town Meeting)." 
With that, the board unanimously approved to accept the 
reimbursement settlement offer from MIIF. 

The board was next asked to endorse Police Chief 
Mary Lyons' participation in the Southeastern Massachu- 
setts Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement. The board 
unanimously approved this endorsement. 

Resident Frances Cairns sent a letter to the board 
suggesting they look into appointing a committee to 
study the feasibility of wind power for Mattapoisett. After 
a recent trip to Hull, Ms. Cairns was impressed with the 
"clean, ever-lasting" and "quiet" energy source and felt 
town officials should look into the same for Mattapoisett. 

"I'm interested in seeing how (Cape Cod fares)," 
Selectman Lombard said. "There are benefits ... but I'd 
hate to see (windmills) out on our shoreline someplace. 
I'd need a lot of input from the people first." 

"Wind power generation is only granted by 
special permit under the zoning by-law," Chairman 
Denham said. "Some of that might need to be updated. 
It's mostly geared toward residential wind power genera- 
tors ... it doesn't really pertain to industrial wind power 
generators (as written)."

ment of Environmental Protection (DEP). It's unclear to us 
why this can't be done, when we've agreed to all the 
costs. It's been described as a doable plan by EarthTech 
and we've also consulted our own engineer." 

The board, however, in their capacity as Water/ 
Sewer Commissioners noted they have recommended the 
town go with the less expensive pressure-fed sewer 
system after studying the issue. 

'The committee has made a recommendation," 
Chairman Jeffrey said. "Even though there's no cost 
involved, the other issue is long years of hard work went 
into finding a system that works well and is cost-efficient 
for all the townspeople. I think the real issue is this is not 
a private enterprise, but a situation in which this is a 
mimicipality doing this. I think their feeling is ... we 
should use the same system for everybody." 

"I'd hope that logic would have prevailed and 
this request would have gone away," Selectman Bryant 
added.

the decision of his fellow board members to opt for the 
pressure-fed sewer line, he didn't think the Ridgewood 
Lane residents' request should be dismissed out of hand, 
either.

Ending the discussion. Chairman Jeffrey said he 
imderstood the Ridgewood Lane residents were willing to 
bear the extra cost and felt the gravity-fed sewer line was 
superior to the pressure line, but he called for a vote on 
their request which was defeated 2 to 1, with Selectman 
Pierce in sole opposition. 

At 7:45 pm the board met with the Finance 
Committee (FinCom) to review a financial plan and fiscal 
forecast for FY 2005. The FinCom asked the board and 
town departments to adopt a "basic methodology" for the 
forthcoming fiscal year as follows: forecasting available 
incremental funds (2.5 percent tax levy limit, increases in 
state aid, local revenues, and available Free Cash); deduct- 
ing any known required expense increases (health, 
insurance, pension, and debt); allocating the remaining 
funds to departments based on three-year experience; and 
present budget increases over and above those limits as 
overrides.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

October 14, 2003

A special meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, October 14 at 
6:30 pm by Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Gary Laboa, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met with the Board of Assessors 
for a continuation of the Tax Classification Hearing from 
September 15, 2003. According to Assessor John Mello, the 
hearing was continued to await response from the ORR 
District School Committee as to their final budget amount 
and to determine the outcome of several articles on the 
recent Special Town Meeting warrant. 

Now that they had a good estimate of ORR's 
budget and with the results of the Special Town Meeting 
in-hand. Assessor John Mello said the board recom- 
mended continuing with a single tax rate for commercial 
and residential property for Fiscal Year 2004, noting that

the town's total valuation would be $437,245,340. The 
FY04 tax rate would then be $14.16 per $1,000 of valuation 
— an increase of 72 cents (5 percent) over the current 
fiscal year. Mr. Mello also advised the board that the 
excess levy limit under Proposition 2-1/2 was $160,645. 

At 6:35 pm the board commenced an open 
interview process with Tracy Weckesser, candidate for the 
position of Acting Commimications Chief while Chief 
Kathy O'Brien is out on maternity leave. Ms. Weckesser 
was the sole in-house candidate for the position and, as 
such, was to be interviewed prior to commencing a wider 
job search. 

Before beginning the interview, however. Select- 
men Chairman Naida Parker noted she was "disturbed" 
to learn the Rochester Police Brotherhood had sent a list of 
questions and concerns to area newspapers about Ms. 
Weckesser 's potential appointment. 

"I also became aware this afternoon (that) the 
newspaper received this information prior to my receiv- 
ing it," Police Chief Paul Magee said. "I expressed my 
displeasure ... and disappointment (to the Police Brother- 
hood) for sending this information to the newspapers." 

"Obviously the (Rochester Police) Brotherhood's 
contention is there's a lot of ill-will and bad feelings 
between the (Police and Communication Departments)," 
Selectman Laboa said. "We have recommendations from 
the (public safety) department heads suggesting we 
remain with a civilian dispatch. We also have a letter from

existing Chief Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien recommending 
that (Ms. Weckesser) be appointed as Acting Chief Dis- 
patcher. I don't have any substantial reason why (she) 
shouldn't be able to take the position. I don't particularly 
want to get involved in any type of past arguments." 

"I'm aware of what the conflicts are, (but) I have 
proven to be fair to all departments," Ms. Weckesser said. 
"I have never shown favoritism to any department. As 
Acting Chief Dispatcher, that trend would continue. 
Personally, if you don't like me, I'm sorry you don't like 
me, but I do my job professionally." 

When asked what her goals and objectives are for 
the Communications Department, Ms. Weckesser stressed 
the need for additional staffing and adequate training.

since there are many dispatchers working overtime shifts. 
She also felt it was important to have streamlined policies 
and procedures in place. "I know in the past there have 
been complaints about the way things are done," she said. 

"I was a dispatcher and I've been on both sides of 
the mike and I see a great dispatcher sitting here," said 
Civil Defense Director Paul Ciaburri. "(Ms. Weckesser) 
has been a great benefit to the town, and someone who 
will continue to be a great benefit to the town. I've yet to 
hear her get rattled on the radio. It's a tough job — when 
you find somebody good, you keep them." 

"There's no question that the Police Department 
uses the (Communications Department) 90 percent of the 
time, but they're not the only family member here," said 
Fire Chief Scott Ashworth, addressing the concerns raised 
by the Rochester Police Brotherhood. "I know (Ms. 
Weckesser) can do the job." 

Selectman Richard Nunes felt he didn't know 
enough about Ms. Weckesser to base an opinion and he 
said he would have liked to review her resume and / or 
personnel file before the interview. "To go simply by the 
current Chief Dispatcher's recommendation ... I think 
would be a mistake," he said. "We're looking at an Acting 
Chief Dispatcher at the moment, which is a short-term 
position. With regard to any changes within the depart- 
ment, I wouldn't be in favor of that. I would be looking at 
the full-time Chief Dispatcher to make department 
changes. At this time we're looking to fill a void while the 
Chief Dispatcher is on maternity leave." 

But Police Chief Magee stressed that changes in 
policies and procedures need to be made to benefit the 
Police Department. "Postponing changes now I think 
would be a bad idea," he said. "If the acting position were 
to go forward, I would ask that you allow the changes in 
policy and procedure to proceed."

Selectmen Chairman Parker was discouraged by 
the way the Rochester Police Brotherhood elected to 
criticize the hiring of Ms. Weckesser via written comments 
and not attend the open interview session. "If you have a 
group of people who are given an opportunity to make 
positive changes, but instead decide to sit on the sidelines 
and criticize, that's not good," she said. "You can either 
choose to be part of the solution or part of the problem." 

"I haven't seen any evidence to the contrary on 
why we shouldn't appoint the in-house person that's 
qualified," Selectman Laboa agreed. "We advertised in- 
house and we received only one applicant. Whether the 
Rochester Police Brotherhood's allegations are substanti- 
ated or not, they should be offered the opportunity to 
become involved with the implementation of (new 
policies and) procedures." 

"I think (Ms. Weckesser) deserves an opportunity 
to take a shot at this," Chairman Parker said. "You've 
proven yourself as a dispatcher, you have the support of 
the three chiefs, you have a BA in criminology and a 
background as a (firefighter) and EMT. I think you have a

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

Vfhat should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

W/iHf about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as broccoUi. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

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Texas Rehash

The Texas Chainsaw Massacre. Starring Jessica Biel 
and R. Lee Ermey. Directed by Marcus Nispel. Run- 
ning time: 98 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

It begins well enough, with John Larroquette delivering a somber 
preliminary narration, just as he did thirty years ago. Unfortunately, 
that's about as much respect for the source as you'll find in the pointless 
new remake of The Texas Chainsaw Massacre. Tobe Hooper's original 1974 
film is, for me, the great American horror movie — even its title puts 
people off and carries the sweaty whiff of the drive-rn. But Hooper 
transformed exploitation into art, especially in the celebrated dinner 
scene, wherein shell-shocked victim Marilyn Burns was treated to a high- 
stress meal with chainsaw-wielding psycho Leatherface and his guffaw- 
ing family. The remake has no dinner scene, which is kind of like a remake 
of Psycho without the shower scene (at least Gus Van Sant attempted it). 

Director Marcus Nispel, whose previous claim to fame was getting 
fired from End of Days, here seems to want to outdo Watenuorld: This is the 
wettest movie I believe I've ever seen. And not just gore; Nispel never met 
a brackish liquid he didn't like, and characters are continually covered 
with sweat, muck, rain, water drizzling from basement pipes. The movie 
has a damp, icky feel, compounded by the drained-out cinematography 
of Daniel Pearl, who found evil in rays of sunshine when he shot the 
original Chainsaw. Pearl certainly doesn't try to duplicate what he did 
before: This movie is as gray and soggy as a day in London. And it dilutes 
what should be the film's specificity — with all the rain and gloom, 
outdoors and inside, it might as well have been shot in Seattle. 

We're to understand this is not so much a remake as a "rethinking," 
so although we get five doomed young people in a van, they're not the 
same characters as in the original film (no whiny, wheelchair-bound 
Franklin, for instance). Jessica Biel is first-billed as the clean-living Erin; 
owing to her starring status and the fact that she refuses the offer of a joint, 
Biel is certain to survive. The others, including Eric Balfour of Six Feet 
Under and Erica Leerhsen of Blair Witch 2, won't be so lucky. The merry 
youngsters, on their way to a Lynyrd Skynyrd concert (hey, the movie ;s 
set in 1973), pick up a dazed, traumatized hitcher, a teenage girl who 
couldn't be more unlike the cackling hitchliiker in Hooper's film. She has 
her own shock value, though; she produces a pistol from somewhere 
between her legs and blows her brains out right there in the van. 




This wastes a lot of time because the characters are then faced with 
the ethical and legal issues of what to do with a fresh suicide victim's 
corpse. They call the local sheriff, who turns out to be R. Lee Ermey in full 
wingnut mode, Saran-Wrapping the corpse and later forcing one of the 
kids to engage in a little Russian roulette. Ermey at least looks to be having 
fun; nobody else is, though I guess there's a ceiling on how much joy can 
be had from playing a scene in which one dangles from a meat hook with 
the stump of a sawed-off leg. 

Soon enough we meet Leatherface (hulking Andrew Bryniarski, 
who, like the others who played the role in the three sequels to Hooper's 
film, misses the skittish humanity Gunnar Hansen brought to the killer), 
who has been given a new reason for wearing the faces of his victims as 
masks: he has no nose. Yes, Leatherface (foolishly given a real name, too: 
Thomas Hewitt) was born with a skin disorder that made him the object 
of ridicule and, subsequently, the chainsaw-happy psycho he is today. 
Feb. In the original, he was a lunatic in a family of limatics; the family he 
gets here is decidedly pallid, and there's no moment as hilariously fine as 
Jim Siedow's beloved line, "Look what your brother did to the door I " 

Is the new Chainsaw scary? Not to these eyes; it struck me as just 
needlessly ugly and unpleasant, not to mention HoUywoodized down to 
its muddy shoes: There's a kindhearted inbred-looking kid who helps 
save the day, and a baby who's there solely to be rescued by the star. I 
hoped to see a loyal dog at Leatherface's side to make the schmaltz 
complete, but no such luck. Chainsaw '03 is too dull to be a true desecra- 
tion; like the Psycho remake, it's a little hard to get too angry at it where 
there've already been three bad sequels tainting the memory of the 
original masterpiece. It isn't stealing Hooper's movie off of my shelf and 
replacing it with itself, so the rehash doesn't even deserve the energy of 
my scorn, or the word count I've already expended on it. It's just further 
proof that those who can, make; those who can't, remake.

CANAL CARPETS 
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Remake Outbreak

As if there weren't already enough dreck to take up 
precious screen space in area multiplexes, yet another in a 
long line of unnecessary and wholly unnerving movie re- 
makes opened this past week. The shameful 2003 incarna- 
tion of The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, imder the auspices of 
producer Michael Bay, has proven to be a rude and crude 
attempt to "update" or "reimagine" Tobe Hooper's 1974 
horror classic. The problem with this and all other such 
modernized Hollywood "remakes" is they can never truly 
capture the original films' ... well, originality. 

Granted, there have been cases where established film- 
makers actually provide different and imique spins on 
previously-told stories or want to use new advancements 
in technology or production which weren't readily avail- 
able at the time. John Carpenter's 1982 The Thing, for ex- 
ample, is easily superior to Howard Hawks' The Thing From 
Another World; David Cronenberg successfully grafted his 
own twisted ideas onto the 1958 classic The Fly for his 1986 
remake; director Brian DePalma and screenwriter Oliver 
Stone managed to create a modern cult classic by casting 
Al Pacino in a retelling of the 1932 Scarf ace; and the 1999 
remake of The Mummy was a clever action-adventure-hor- 
ror hybrid that's a lot more fun than the 1932 original. Heck, 
even Alfred Hitchcock opted to redo his own 1932 The Man 
Who Knew Too Much again in 1956 with James Stewart. 

Remakes disguised as sequels can also be entertain- 
ing if done well. When a film-maker is given more money 
and a better cast to play with, you really can't blame them 
for wanting to revisit familiar ground. Sam Raimi's Evil 
Dead II and Robert Rodriguez's Desperado are really just 
bigger-budget reworkings of Evil Dead and El Mariachi, 
respectively. And director George A. Romero and his Pitts- 
burgh-based crew produced a 1990 remake of Night of the 
Living Dead as a means of recouping the money they lost 
on the 1968 original which was never properly copyrighted 
and, as a result, remains in the public domain. 

But what really irks me is when unproven, hot-shot 
directors come along and presume they can improve on 
perfectly fine movie gems like The Texas Chainsaw Massa- 
cre, the upcoming remake of Dawn of the Dead, the 1998 
debacle known as Godzilla, or even Gus Van Sant's ill-con- 
ceived remake of Hitchcock's Psycho that same year. Other 
potential projects in the pipeline include a possible remake 
of Halloween, yet another remake of King Kong (although 
director Peter Jackson has my blessing on this one), and a 




long-in-the-works re- 
make of The Creature 
from the Black Lagoon 
(which I still say should 
be given to director John 
Carpenter). 

The essential flaw in 
attempting to remoimt 
most of these films is 
that they are trying to 
recapture lightning in a 
bottle. The vast majority 
of these movies are very 
much by-products of 
their time — if released 
five or ten years earlier 
or later, they likely would not have had the same resonant 
impact. In 1974, audiences had never seen anything re- 
motely like The Texas Chainsaw Massacre. Today, it's just 
another slasher flick and needs to be made more graphic 
and bloody than the original to appease 2003 viewers. 

Another reason why films like Halloween or Dawn of 
the Dead were such breakout hits was that they were al- 
lowed to gradually blossom in theaters and drive-ins. They 
were released before the advent of VHS and DVD during 
a time when word-of-mouth could make or break a movie, 
and you didn't have simply a one- or two-week window 
of opportunity to rake in big box-office receipts. I suspect 
that if you were to release a film like the original Hallow- 
een today — a movie that really didn't catch fire in the first 
few weeks of its 1978 release — it would be pulled to make 
room for the next batch of releases and quickly relegated 
to the video store. 

I've always maintained that the well of ideas in Hol- 
lywood may have finally dried up — and since a sequel's 
typical profit margin decreases as the number after the title 
increases, I'm sure they're scurrying to find "new" ways 
to pull in audiences. But this latest trend of remaking per- 
fectly good films is just a lazy marketing ploy and I hope 
an end is in sight. Of course. The Texas Chainsaw Massacre 
2003 did rake in some $29 million in its opening weekend, 
so maybe the powers-that-be know something I don't. 

But I do know there's always going to be a copy of 
Hitchcock's Psycho in my video collection at home and Van 
Sant's barely-five-year-old remake is nowhere to be found.

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While the Housing Committee has made signifi- 
cant progress to ensure that Marion meets its affordable 
housing plan objectives in the near future, rouge 40B 
developments will always be a threat until Marion 
reaches the 10 percent state mandated level of Subsidized 
Housing Inventory (SHI). "Reaching that 10 percent level 
in a way that best serves the community's housing needs 
with high quality construction is our top priority" said 
Mr. Richardson. The second stated objective of the Hous- 
ing Committee is to maintain Marion's historic seaside 
New England village character and economic diversity. 

"Our Affordable Housing Effort is burdened by 
the fact that real estate, land prices and taxes only have 
one way to go — up! Higher prices and taxes are driven 
not only by lack of land, but by the laws of supply and 
demand," Mr. Richardson said. "We live in a very desir- 
able part of the state without major industry coming in to 
subsidize infrastructure. So to keep pace with Marion's 
growth, our taxes keep increasing which pushes people of 
modest means out." 

To understand what it takes to reach the 10 
percent goal of SHI, one must look at the numbers. To 
comply with the state, Marion must add affordable homes 
at the current rate of 0.75 percent of its total housing stock 
each year until they reach the state's mandated 10 percent 
level. Marion currently has about 2,100 year round 
residences which are made up of houses, condominiums 
and apartments; 210 of those must be "affordable" as
